"We were so near the target 


that we decided to go on. Nor- 
mally we can get along on three 
engines but a couple other en- 
gines -began acting up and 
throwing- oil a little. We began 
dropping back and losing alti- 
tude- very gradually until our 
formation was out of sight and 
we were all alone. Near the 
targer we spotted another for- 
mation so we cropped 
our
